“I received a phone call from a woman asking for a 

hunter education class. She had never hunted or 

even held a firearm. After talking with her for a 

while I suggested the online class, and before I could 

finish, she said that she wanted a more hands-on, 

one-on-one class. I convinced her to do the online 

class as a precursor to a one-day field day and she 

asked what kind of firearm she should buy before 

our class. I told her not to buy anything until after 

our day at the range. It took her several weeks 

before she contacted me again. I had talked with 

Dennis Rock, another instructor, about taking her 

to his ranch to shoot, and he was most willing! She 

was a natural, learned very quickly and shot very 

well. I cut out two of her best groups, dated and 

signed them for her to keep and show her family. I 

was very surprised when she told me that she was 

going to buy an AR as she really liked mine. I told 

her to check out several calibers and call me back 

before buying one. I cleaned the .22 and showed her 

how and why to clean her firearms then she cleaned 

the rest of the guns. Then she said that she wanted 

to go hunting right away as her neighbor would 

take her hog hunting. I told her to buy her hunting 

licenses and how to apply for hunt drawings. I also 

invited her to join the Texas State Rifle 

Association and Becoming An Outdoor Woman.”
